Regunent of Licvtenant-Generall Cromwe/, in cach of which 
imployments have ſerved conſtantly and faitbfally., anſwera- 
ble to the truſt repgſed in me. Amnad having lartly quire rhe 
ſaid imploymenr, and laid dowg my Commiſſion, I hold my 
felfe tied both in duty and conſcience, ro renderthe true req- 
ſon thereof, which in the gencrall is-briefly rhis, Becaufethe - 
Principles, Deſiznes, and Actions of. thoſe Officers, which 
have a great influence upon the Army, are (as I conceive ) ve- - 
ry repugnant and deſtructive ro the honour and ſafery.of Par- 
Lament and Kingdome, from whom they derive their Au- 
thocity. The particulars whereof being a Brewiate of my 
gd Obſepvations, will appeire in the following Nant- - 
tive. 
Firſt, That upon the Orders of Parliament for disband--. 
me this Army, Lievtenant- Generall Cromwel/ and Commiſſa- 
ry-Gernerall /7eton were ſent Commiſſioners to Walden, to 
reduce the Army totheir obedience, but more eſpecially, in. 
in Order to the preſent ſupply of Forces for the ſecvice of 
Ireland : But they, contrary to the truſt repoſed in-chem, very 
much hindred that ſervice, nor onely by difcountenancing 
thoſe that were obedientand willing,bur alſo bygiving incou- 
ragemendto the unwilling and diſabedieart; declaring, that - 
there had lately been much cruelcy and injuſtice 1m the Parlia- 
ments proceedings againſt-rhem ( meaning the Army ) and : 
Commiſſary- Generall 7reron in further purſuance thereof, fra- | 
med thoſe Papers and Writings then ſent from the Army to - 
the Partiameac and Kingdome, ſaying alfo to the. Agitators, 
Thar i, was [awful and fir for us to deny disbanding, till we 
had received £quall and juſt fatisfaRtion for our paſt ſervice, 
Ltevtenant- Generall Cromwell further adding, That we were - 
ina double capacity, as Souldiers, and as Commoners; and 
having our pay as Souldicrs, we, have. ſomthing .cls to ſtand |

And for the cffeRing of their further purpoſes, advice was 
given by Lievtenant Generall Cromwell , and Commiſſary: 
Generall 1rezon, ro-remove the Kings perſon from Holdenby, 
or to ſecure him there by other Guards then thoſe: appoin- 
ted by the Commiſſioners of Parliament, which was thought 
molt fir to be carryed on by the private Souldiery of the Ar-- 
ny , and promoted by the Agirators of each Regiment , 
whoſe firlt buſincſſe was to fecure the Gartifon of Oxon, 
with the Guns and Ammunition there, from thenee to miarcty 
- to Holdenby in. profecution ' of the former advice, whictt 
was accordingly acted by Cornet Foycez who when he had 
done the buſinetſe, fent aletrer ro the General then at Kyn- 
ron, acquaimting his. Fxcellencie that the King was ofi' his: 
March towards Newmarket : The Generall being troubled! _ 
thereat, told Commiſfary- Generall 1reton thar he did not like 
ir, demanding withall who gave thoſe Orders ; He replyed', 
that he gave Orders onely for ſecuring the King there, and nor 
for xaking him away from thence; Licutenant- Generall 
Cromwell coming then from London, ſaid, that if this had" 
net been done, the King would have been fercht away by 
Order of Parliament, or elſe Collonell Graves by -the advice. 
ofthe Commiſſioners would have carryed him ro London, . 
throwing themſelves upon the favour of Parliament for that 
| ſervice. The ſame day Corner Fojce being rold that the Ge- 
nezall was diſpleaſed wikh him. for: bringing the King from - 
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Holdenby, he anſwered, that 7 ieutenant-Generall Cromwell 
ave him orders at London ro do what he had done, both 
here and at Oxford, LL - 
- " Theperſon of the King being now in the power of the 
Army, the buſineſle of Lieutenant Generall Cromwell, was to 
Court his Majeſty ( boch by Members of the Army, and 
ſeverall Gentlemen formerly in the Kings Service)into a good 
opinion and belief of the proceedings of the Arwy, as alſo 
into a diſaftction and diſlike of the proceedings of Parlia- 
ment, pretending to ſhew that his Majeſties intereſt would 
far better ſuir with the principles of Independencic then of 
Presbyterie : and when the King did alledge ( as many times 
he did) that the Power of Parliament was the Power by 
which we fought, Lieutenant Generall-Cromwell would reply, 
that wc were not only Souldiers, but Commoners ; promi- 
ſing that the Army would be for the King in the ſettlement 
of his whole buſineſle, if the King and his party would fir till 
and not declare, nor Ac againſt the Army, bur give them 
leave only to mannage the preſent buſineſſe in hand. 

That when the King was at Newmarket, the Parliamenr 
thought fir to ſend to his Majeſty, humbly deſiring, that in 
Order to his ſafery,and their addreſles for a ſpeedy ſettlement, 
he would be pleaſed ro come to Richmond, contrary hereun- 
ro reſolution was taken by the aforeſaid Officers of the Army, 


_ That ifche King could nor be diverted by perſwaſion (to 


which his Majeſty was very oppolite ) that then they: wonld 
ſ >p him by force at Royſton, where his Majeſty was to 
lodge the firit nighr, keeping accordingly continuall Guards 
upon him, againſt any power that ſhould be ſent by Order of 
Parliameut to cake him from us : And to this purpoſe, out- 
guards werealſo kept to preſcrve his eſcape from us, with the 
Commiſſioners of whom we had ſpeciall Orders given to be 
carcfull ; foi'thar they did dayly ſhew a diſlike to the preſent

proceedings of the Army againſt the Parliament, and that the 
' King was moſt converſant, and private in diſcourſe with 
: them; His Majeſty.ſaying, thar.if any man ſhould hinder his 
| going now his Houſes had deſired him upon his late Meſſage 
of the 12. of May 1647: ) it ſhould be done by force, and by: 
laying hold on his Bridle, which if any: were ſo bold to doe, 
he would cndeavourto make it his laſt. Bur contrary to his 
Majeſties expectation, the next Morning when the King and 
the Officers of the Army were putting this to an iſlue, came 
the Votes of both Houſes to the King, of their compliance 
with that which the Army formerly defired : After which 
his Majeſty did incline to hearken to the deſires of the Army, 
and not before : Whereupon at Caverſham, the King was 
_ continually ſolicited by Meſſengers from Lieutenant- General 
: Cromwell , and Commiſſary-Generall Jreton, proffering any 
thing his Majeſty ſhould defire, as Revenues, Chaplaines, 
Wife, Children, ſervants of his owne; viſitation of Friends, 
acceſle of Letters, and ( by Commiſſary-Generall zreton ) 
that his Negative Voice ſhould. not be medled withall, and 
that he had convinced thoſe that reaſoned againſt ir art the 
Generall Councell of the Army: And all this they would 
doe, that his Majeſty might the better fee into alt our Aﬀti- 
ons,. and know our principles, which lead us: to give him 
all thoſe things out of. conſcience ; For that we were nota 
people hating his Majeſties perſon or Monarchicall Govern- 
ment, bur that we like it as the beſt, and that-by this King, 
ſaying alſo, that they did hold ir a very unreafonable thing, 
for the Parliament to abridge him of 'them, often promiting, 
that if his Majeſty-will ſic:ſtill and not Ac againſt them, they 
would inthefirſt placereſtore-him to all theſe; and upon- the: 
fertlemenrof our owne Jult rights and libercies make him the 
moſt Glorious Prince in Chriſtendome That to this porpc1e. 
for a ſcrtlement they were making ſeverall Propoſals to ” a” 
ere 
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 feted tothe Commiſhoners of Parliament then ſent downe 16 
the Army, which ſhould bc as bounds for our party as to the 
Kings buſinefle, and that his Mijeſty ſhould have liberty to 
get as much of thoſe abated as he-could, for that many things 
' therein were propoſed only to give ſatisfaction to others 

which were our Friends, promiſing tne King that at the ſame 
time the Commiſhtoners of Parliament ſhauld fee the Propo- 
falls, His Majeſty ſhould have a copy of themalſo, -pretend- 
ing to catry a very equall band berw.en King and Parliament, 
in Order to the ſcrtlement of the Kingdome by him, which 
beſides their owne Judgement and conſcience, they did feea 
neceſſity of it as ro the people z Commiſſary Generall 1reton 
furcher ſaying, that what was offcicd in theſe Propoſalls 
ſhould be fo juſt and reaſonable, that if there were but fix 
men in the Kingdome, that would fight ro make them good, 
he muy make the ſcycnth againſt any power that ſhould 
oppoſe them. 
The Head-Quarters being removed from Reading to Bed- 
ford, His Majeſty ro Woborne, the Propofalls were given to 
me by Commiſlary-Generall 7reton, ro preſent to the King; 
which His Majeſty having read,rold me, he would never treat 
wih Army or Parliament upon thoſe Propoſalls , as he was 
*chen minded: Bur the next day His Majeſty underſtanding 
that a Force was put upon his Houſes of Parliament by a Tu- 
mulr, ſeat for me againe and faid unto me, Go along with Sir 
John Barkley to the Generall and Liewtenant-Generall, anat tels 
them, that to avoid a new warre, 7 will now treat with themmpon 
their Propoſalls,or on anything els in order to a Peace, only let me be 
ſaved in honour and conſcience : Sir Fohn Barkley falling fick 
the way, I delivered this Meſſage tothe Lievtenanc- - Sonar 
and Commiſfary-Generall reton , who adviſed me nor ro ac- 
quaint the Generall with ir, till 10 or 12 Officers of the Army 
were mct together at the Generalls Quarters, and: then we
